ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting,  and 
ifor  the  year. 

ART.  2.    To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  and  act  thereon. 

ART.  3.    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  under  Section  A, 
Chapter  44  General  Laws  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement;  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  that  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance 
with  Section  17  of  said  Chapter  44. 

ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $1500  for 
Chapter  90  said  money  to  be  used  with  any  allotment  by  the  state  and 
county  for  this  purpose,  and  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $1600  for 
Chapter  81  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  allotment  by  the 
state  for  that  purpose,  and  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Assessors  to 
use  from  the  Town  Treasury  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2000  in  determining  the 
tax  rate  for  1942. 

ART.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $500  for 
Chapter  90  maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $250  for  Veber 
Hill  road  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  a  like  amount  from  the  State,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ART.  12.    To  vote  an  appropriation  of  $1500  due  on  tractor  notev

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Rowe: 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  report  concerning  the  Schools  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1941. 

The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  grades  for  the  past  few  years  has 
remained  nearly  constant,  and  is  at  present  twenty-six  in  number.  There  are 
fifteen  students  enrolled  in  secondary  schools  namely  three  at  Charlemont 
High  School,  two  at  Greenfield  High  School,  eight  at  Arms  Academy  in 
Shelburne  Falls,  one  at  Drury  High  School,  North  Adams,  and  one  at 
Smith's  Vocational  School,  Northampton.  Recently  one  high  school  student 
moved  from  town,  one  was  married,  and  a  third  was  expelled  from  school 
for  refusal  to  salute  the  flag.  Two  elementary  pupils  attend  the  Monroe 
schools  and  one  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  school  for  which  tuitions  are  paid. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Bond  conducted  the  Village  school  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year.  Under  her  leadership  the  school  attained  a  standard  of 
efficiency.  The  fall  term  of  school  was  opened  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Marshall 
of  North  Adams.  At  the  end  of  two  months  she  resigned  to  accept  a  school 
in  Heath.  After  continuing  the  next  month  with  various  substituting 
teachers,  Miss  Marion  Shapiro,  a  graduate  of  North  Adams  Teachers  College 
accepted  the  position  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.  The  school  is 
now  well  recovered  from  the  several  interruptions  and  is  doing  an  excellent 
grade  of  work.  Various  school  projects,  activity  programs,  and  plans  of 
checking  pupil  progress  are  being  formulated.  Wall  charts,  interesting 
drawings,  and  handicraft  work  are  under  development  in  addition  to  regular 
exercises  in  arithmetic,  language,  reading,  health,  and  social  sciences. 
The  study  of  music  is  a  favorite  particularly  in  the  upper  grades.  Under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Pearl  D.  Mills  the  pupils  are  developing  excellent  skill  in 
reading  notes  and  blending  their  voices  in  singing  the  selections. 

The  health  conditions  in  the  school  have  been  generally  good  through- 
out the  year.  Early  in  November  the  school  was  closed  for  one  week  because 
of  a  mild  case  of  scarlet  fever.  Proper  precautions  were  prescribed  by  the  state 
physician,  Dr.  Walter  Lee,  and  there  was  no  further  development  and  spread 
of  the  disease. 

Since  the  Axis  Countries  have  declared  war  on  the  United  States  every 
man,  woman,  and  child  must  do  his  or  her  part  to  aid  our  country  in  every 
possible  way.  Practice  for  possible  air  raids  and  other  emergency  measures 
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are  being  held,  that  we  may  be  prepared  for  any  contingency.  Children  at 
school  during  a  raid  are  advised  to  remain  there,  within  the  building  and 
away  from  windows,  rather  than  attempt  to  go  home  before  the  all  clear 
signal  has  sounded.  When  walking  on  the  road  children  should  hide  when 
planes  approach. 

Our  schools  should  be  carried  on  as  normally  and  as  efficiently  as  possi- 
ble that  no  child  of  this  age  may  suffer  for  a  lack  of  an  educational  oppor- 
tunity. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
citizens,  and  all  who  have  assisted  in  carrying  out  any  educational  activity 
during  the  past  year.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rowe  and  School  Committee: 
I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report. 

We  have  made  our  routine  examinations  of  the  pupils  and  find  then- 
health  improving. 

We  have  had  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  Scarletina;  but  apparently  they 
have  been  checked,  and  no  serious  sequlae  have  resulted.  It  is  always 
necessary  after  a  contagious  disease  to  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  attend- 
ing physician  before  the  pupil  can  again  be  admitted  to  school. 

The  people  of  Rowe  have  been  very  cooperative  in  our  efforts  to  improve 
the  health  of  the  pupils  and  this  is  a  great  help  for  the  improvement  of  our 
physical  conditions  affecting  the  whole  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  been  instrumental  in  aiding  us  towards 
perfection.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


Charlemont,  Massachusetts 
January  8,  1942 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  in  Rowe. 

The  routine  physical  examinations  were  made  in  the  fall  by  Dr.  Floyd 
Mathews  and  the  school  nurse,  which  showed  the  children  with  very 
few  defects,  and  in  good  physical  condition.  In  October  all  the  children 
in  the  school  were  tested  with  the  audiometer  for  hearing.  Six  children  last 
year  and  five  children  this  year  have  brought  dental  certificates  from  their 
family  dentist  signifying  that  they  have  had  all  the  necessary  dental  work 
done  at  the  time  the  certificate  was  issued.  These  certificates  are  good  for  six 
months.  No  children  from  Rowe  attended  the  health  camp  in  Greenfield 
last  summer. 

In  June  a  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  with  fifteen  pre-school  child- 
ren in  attendance.  Five  children  received  the  innoculation  for  diphtheria 
and  four  were  vaccinated.  Two  school  children  were  also  vaccinated.  An 
unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  start  a  hot  lunch  project  in  the  school  this 
year. 

The  children  were  given  routine  inspection  for  communicable  disease 
following  vacation  periods.  Two  children  were  taken  to  the  pediatric  clinic, 
one  child  to  the  Crippled  Children's  clinic,  and  one  child  to  an  eye  specialist. 
Twenty-five  home  visits  were  made.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $1600  for 
Chapter  81,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  allotment  by  the 
state  for  that  purpose,  and  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1943, 
and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew 
any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

ART.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Assessors  to 
use  from  the  Town  Treasury  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2500  in  determining  the 
tax  rate  for  1943. 


ART.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $500  for 
Chapter  90  maintenance,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ART.  10   To  vote  an  appropriation  of  $1500  due  on  tractor  note. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  continue  the  Australian 
system  for  future  town  meetings.

School  Committee 
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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Rowe: 

Herewith  is  a  report  concerning  the  schools  of  Rowe  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1942. 

Although  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a  strong  tendency  for  schools 
in  rural  areas  to  decrease  in  size  and  school  attendance,  our  enrollment 
during  the  past  year  has  remained  about  as  in  previous  years.  Family  heads 
changing  their  occupations  have  taken  their  families  near  their  places  of 
business.  The  beginning  of  the  Second  World  War  created  a  great  demand 
for  additional  labor  in  the  expansion  and  development  of  various  kinds  of 
work,  much  of  which  has  been  related  directly  to  defense. 

As  usual  various  school  projects  and  activities  have  been  carried  for- 
ward with  special  features  of  interest  under  the  continued  guidance  and 
direction  of  Miss  Marion  Shapiro,  the  teacher  at  the  Village  School.  Pupils 
have  responded  promptly  to  the  national  call  for  help  from  the  schools  in 
fulfilling  a  conservation  program  of  salvaging  metals,  rubber  and  other 
waste  materials  greatly  needed  by  the  government  in  successfully  prose- 
cuting the  war.  Progress  of  the  pupils  as  determined  by  various  school  tests 
and  especially  standardized  tests,  which  measure  somewhat  by  months, 
has  been  very  gratifying  for  the  year.  In  many  instances  pupil  development 
has  been  excellent. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Reed,  our  school  nurse,  tendered  her  resignation  to 
assume  new  duties  in  Binghamton,  New  York.  She  has  been  followed  by 
Mrs.  Thelma  Duplissey  of  Shelburne  and  by  Mrs.  Alberta  Whidden  of 
Charlemont.  Doctor  Floyd  O.  Mathews,  school  physician,  passed  away  dur- 
ing the  winter  vacation  period.  His  passing  becomes  a  great  loss  to  our 
school  and  community.  Mrs.  Pearl  D.  Mills,  supervisor  of  music  has  found 
it  necessary  to  greatly  reduce  her  school  visits  and  mileage  in  travelling  to 
schools,  owing  to  the  gasoline  shortage,  and  necessity  for  rubber  conserva- 
tion. 

Many  people  of  Rowe  believe  that  a  school  development  program  should 
be  attempted  soon,  for  the  purpose  of  gradually  improving  our  main  school 
building.  A  reasonable  reconstruction  program  to  be  carried  out  by  yearly 
steps  of  development  should  eventually  provide  greatly  improved  facilities. 
In  the  earlier  times,  the  construction  of  country  school  houses  was  planned 
without  much  thought  for  the  children's  health,  conveniences,  and  the 
general  welfare  of  each  child.  There  were  few  provisions  for  suitable  lighting, 
drinking  water,  and  toilet  privileges.  Many  school  houses  built  long  ago 
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have  been  successfully  reconstructed.  The  Rowe  Village  schoolhouse  has 
had  additional  windows  so  placed  as  to  introduce  most  of  the  lighting 
at  the  left  and  rear  of  the  pupils.  Artificial  lighting  we  also  have  found 
very  satisfactory  during  dark  days  in  our  school,  furnishing  as  it  does  the 
necessary  light  for  each  pupil  and  helping  to  avoid  eye  strain.  It  is  believed 
however,  that  a  long  view  should  be  taken  and  further  changes  be  attempted 
to  improve  our  school  buildings.  To  introduce  running  water,  and  plan  for 
improvements  to  be  borne  over  a  period  of  years  could  be  carried  out. 

For  an  illustration,  suitable  water  may  be  found  and  brought  to  the 
schoolhouse  the  first  year.  At  a  proper  time  excavations  under  the  build- 
ing could  be  made,  at  another  period  other  plans  be  carriedjforward,  until  the 
full  and  previously  planned  details  be  completed.  Such  improvements 
would  eventually  provide  greater  conveniences  and  a  more  comfortable 
school  building. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  continued 
support  and  help  in  carrying  on  all  activities  which  relate  to  the  best  welfare 
in  developing  the  schools.
